Pears do well in most soils and climate conditions. Lovers 
of fine pears should include the popular summer Bartlett 
with some fall and winter varieties which are even finer 
quality and flavor. Pears produce better when two varieties 
are planted to pollenize each other. An exception is that 
Seckle and Bartlett do not pollenate each other.
